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DRILL IN THE ARMY. 

A melancholy incident—no other than the murder in cold 
blood of the adjutant of his regiment, by a soldier on parade— 
has drawn public attention to the subject of military drill, the 
oppressiveness of the present system having been pleaded by the 
culprit as the aggravation which urged him to commit his reck- 
less crime, and generally alluded to by others as producing pain, 
vexation, and disappointment, not to say disaffection, among 
the British soldiery. 

While expressing our abhorrence of the lawless mind and de- 
praved disposition of the wretch who could bring himself to take 

upon a system in the person of a gallant officer who had 
never done him any individual wrong, we may, without fear 
of being suspected of any sympathy with such an enormity, look 
at the evil complained of in a social aspect, with a view to see 
how far it is an evil, and how far the system of drill, in its pre- 
sent vigour and unrelaxing industry, is compatible not only with 
the general welfare of the army, but also with the ordinary in- 
terests of Christian humanity. 

One of our warmest and proudest feelings as civilians is that 
of brotherly fellowship with our troops—of perfect reliance upon 
them as t and trusty protectors of national honour—as 
faithful i ty and the greatness of the British 

i their glorious kindred 
service—as props 
ple, and defenders 


sapueil by 


them in return. e know that there are mischievous 
people, ay, and mischievous papers too, directing their influence 
towards the excitement of discontent among the troops, towards 
the importation of politics into the army, and the engendering 


of an uneasiness of temper, an impatience of proper discipline 
and control, and a belief that the principles upon which all 
armies must be regulated are principles incompatible with the 
true spirit of liberty and the freedom of thought among man- 
kind. It is from such quarters as these that we continually hear, 
upon | pica crisis, the cry of ‘‘ What will you do with the 
army > e army is against you. The soldiers will desert you 
to a man.” But these are only the mad shoutings of mock- 
patriots, who have less reliance than they should have upon the 
truth, the fidelity, the unswerving integrity of the British troops, 
who in these supereminent qualities are an example, and a bright 
one, to all the armies of the world. 

It was only last week that Mr. Bright, in the House of Com- 
mons, threw out some of those insinuations about the tone and 
temper of the soldiery in which the most violent class of 
politicians are too prone to indulge, and ‘which were instantly, on 
the part of the army, repudiated and rebuked by Sir Henry 
Hardinge in the finest spirit of manly indignation. The old 
general stood glowing and enraged that an aspersion should be 
even hinted against the affection of his troops, and, while he 

ve his loud and earnest denial to the calumny implied, poured 
forth eloquent protestations of the loyalty of the soldiers, of 
their perfect attachment to the cause of order in the state, 
of their ever-readiness for war, and of their moral courage to 
execute, everywhen and everywhere, even the most painful 
duties which social disturbance might render it necessary to 
o. In such dilemmas of disorder—reluctantly perhaps, 

ut always “4 - and with a spirit of humanity prompting him 
to spare and to forbear—the British soldier wold be ready at 
the orders of his superior, and unalterably faithful at his post. 

It is because we believe this to be the true character of the 
army, and because, moreover, it is a character which—separating 
ourselves from the disaffection-mongers—we wish most loyally 
to maintain, that we can afford to inquire frankly into any appa- 
rent grievance which may annoy the troops vexatiously, and 

















proclaim ourselves, without suspicion, the soldier’s as well as the 
citizen’s friend. 

We, therefore, unhesitatingly direct attention to the subject of 
excessive drill, and as freely express ourselves opposed to its 
exercise, either in Ireland or elsewhere; not because we appre- 
hend any danger from it to the loyal spirit of the army, but 
because it seems opposed to three very important principles, 
those of policy, humanity, and common sense. We shall not 
enter into the military arguments for or against the practice ; we 
shall not presume to set up our judgment against the experience 
of zealous officers, working for the improvement of their corps ; 
and, although a writer in the Times has declared that not one 
sixth of the manceuvres which our men are taught are practicable 
on the field of battle, we shall not pretend to any concurrence in 
the statement, but direct ourselves to the question on social 
grounds alone. 

It is clear to us, then, that at the present moment too much 
drill is practised upon our troops—more we mean than is required 
for the purposes of discipline, or than the humane indulgence 
which the citizen should award to the soldier will recognise as 
just. We do not say that too much labour is gone through—we 

ow that the habit of exercise is most imperative, and requires 
to be kept in constant play—and that the soldier does not do the 
same amount of work in time of peace as the labouring civilian ; 
but we assert that the frequericy of drill is very much too 
harassing, in consequence of the annoying details of duty which 
are attendant upon every turning-out, which fidget and weary 
the more from seeming, as they really are, so perfectly unneces- 
sary, and which disgust the soldier with their continual and 
plaguing repetition. It has been truly said that a long peace has 
induced the superior officers in the army to turn their attention 





to minutie which were never thought of during war, and, in en-- 
deavouring to improve the discipline and gainsay the accusation 
that soldiers eat the bread of idleness, they have invented un- 
necessary drills and occupations which are tiresome in their 
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details, and worrying beyond measure to the men who practise 
them. ‘The great annoyance which the soldiers complain of is 
that they have never a moment's repose :— 

‘*From daylight until dark they are constantly irritated by 
being ordered to dress and answer their names, &c.; and their 
rooms are kept in such a perfect but uncomfortable state of tidi- 
ness that they can neither sit down in peace nor amuse them- 
selves in any way. Smoking is necessarily forbidden.in barrack- 
rooms, and as the soldier is not allowed to have a box or any- 
thing except his knapsack, which is filled to the utmost with 
wearing apparel, it is impossible that he can keep even a book. 
Libraries and other amusements have been recommended suffi- 
ciently-often, but have they or will they ever be established? In 
fact the soldier has no refuge from annoyance except in the ale- 
house, nor any indulgence except in that baneful habit of drunken- 
ness which is the cause of nearly all the crimes which are com- 
mitted in the British army.” 

Should Father Mathew succeed in introducing his system of 
temperance into the army, it will be an inestimable blessing upon 
the men, which will, however, require to be perfected by leaving 
them more leisure from needless annoyance—by sweetening that 
leisure with the means of healthy physical exercise or mentally 
healthy intellectual enjoyment—by teasing it it less with inter- 
ruptions for discipline and drill, and so disturbing those humble 
comforts which, apart from that labour which is the duty of life, 
become luxuries to those who have no others, and are a boon 
which humanity can hardly refuse to bestow upon those who 
fight the battles of their country, and ever wield the glave of 
victory for our national renown. Having thus recorded our im- 
pressions upon this subject, we cannot better conclude than by 
quoting some concurrent opinions of a morning contemporary, 
which are entirely corroborative of our own views :— 

‘* We think that if measures were taken to promote the com- 
fort and happiness of the soldiers when off duty—if manly and 
healthy recreations, which have been already partially intro- 
duced, were more generally and liberally provided—if they had 
some indulgences allowed and encouraged which might draw 
them away from their sottish and boozing enjoyments—if they 
could be made to feel that their officers cared for their comfort 
and rejoiced in their happiness ; then, we think, they would not 
only bear the strictest discipline and severest drill when on duty, 
but bear them with cheerfulness and good will. But such a 

hange as we have hinted at—for it would be in many regiments 
a change—depends entirely upon the skill, character, and zeal of 
the commanding officers ; and upon these gallant men we would 
humbly but earnestly impress the duty, or at least policy and 
propriety, of doing all that can be done, consistently with dis- 
cipline and subordination, to gain the affections, elevate the cha- 
racter. and confirm the loyalty of their troops. The soldiers of 
the British army are quick to recognise the virtues and the courage 
of their officers ; and they are ever ready to evince their appre- 
ciation of them not less by gallantry in the field than by patience 
under difficulties, and by good conduct in the midst of embar- 
rassment.”” 











FOREIGN INTELLIGENCE. 





France.—The Paris papers of Tuesday have reached us: their contents 
are of little importance. The Presse contains an account of an interesting 
yersation Seid to have been held with Espartero by the Sub-Prefect of 

Bayonne. ‘ My only regret,” said Espartero on this occasion, “ is, that I 

did not terminate my career sword in hand like a true soldier ; but every 

body abandosed me.” He had, he said, intended to march to meet Concha, 

but on the first movement towards him several corps, seduced by the bribes 
so lavishly distributed by the emissaries of Queen Christina, deserted him. 

His final resolve was to shut hims:! np and defend to the Jast moment the 

authority of the Government; wh n, however, he found that Cadiz had also 

prououoced, his only remaining r. sow ‘ce was, he added, “ the generous hos- 
pitality of the Malabar.” 

Spatn.—The latest accounts r. cgi ed fram Barcelona appear to be of an 
alarming character. They represc.ut a civil war as inevitable. Brigadier 
Ametier is sai i to be marching on Barcelona from Saragossa, with the view 
of putting down the junta with a strong force. 

Our accounts from Madrid are of the 15th. The journalsof the new go- 
veroment compliment the Portuguese on its inhospitable treatment of Es- 
partero, and speak of its denial to him “of the rites of hospitality” asa 
noble and meritorious action. Major-General Manuel Mazzaredo has been 
named military governor of Madrid. Concha was at Seville on the 7th. 

The young Queen of Spain assisted at a high mass, and “Te Deum” was 
chanted in honour of the victory ef Torrejon. She was seated ona throne 
which had not been occupied since Isabel the Catholic. Senor Garnica had 
been appointed political chief of Madrid. 

Vienna, Aug. 10.—The British Ambassador, Sir Robert Gordon, went to 
Ischi ov the 25th ult., for the purpose of coming to an understanding with 
Prince Metternich on the subject of Spanish affairs, but more especially, we 
know from good authority, to confer about the new tariff, the regulation of 
which has taken so unfavourable aturn for the interest of English com- 
merce. Our manufacturers apprehend that English influence may possibly 
prove preponderant, but we hope there is no reason for such a fear. 

HANOVER, Aug. 11.—There is a report incirculationthat M. Raumann, the 
late chief magistrate, is gone from Ostend, where he has been residing for 
some time, to London, for the purpose, it seems, of endeavouring to obtain 
an audience of the Kinz, and to get his Majesty’s permission to offer himself 
as a candidate for the office of chief magistrate, if a vacaney shoui/d eccur. 

IraLy.—The Gazette d’ Augsburg ot the 18th contains the following :— 
** Very late'y a report was spread at Bolozna :bat the French had debarked 
at Ancona and Ravenna, in consequence of which a great crowd assembied, 
armed with guns and swords, and uttering seditious cries. The garrison 
was instantly called to arms, and strong patroles were constantly emptoyed. 
A mine, by which it was intended to blow up the powder-magazine, was dis- 
covered, in time to prevent mischief.” 

NAPLEs.—The Cologne Gazette publishes a letter from Naples of the 6th, 
which states that serious difficulties had aris-n in regard to the treaty of 
commerce in course of negotiation between E»ogland and that country, the 
French Government having declared that it would oppose any preference 
given to Great Britain. The King of Naples appeared favourabie to the 
German Customs Union. 

AUSTRALIA.—Aiivices from Port Phillip, by the ship Arab, arrived off 
Folkstone, bringing the dates down tothe 4th of May, were received in town 
on Thursday. There was a considerable ferment in the colony, on account 
of the conduct of the chief judge ( Willis), against whom many complaints 
had been made. Sir George Gipps had, in consequence, ordered a formal 
investigation to be marie, in consequence of a memorial. setting forth certedn 
charges against the jadge, which had been signed by nearly the wiole of the 
inferior magistrates, ‘Che commercial accounts are rather more favourabie, 
but it will be somie time before the coiony fully recovérs from the effect of 
the undue specula‘ion which to a greater or lesser extent has damaged every 
one of the Austra ian coloaies. The gravamen of the cifence committed by 
Judge Willis was hig charging some of the official autvorities with being 
pa'ties to and encouraging these wild speculations, and 1-9 in lend jobbing. 

Unitrep Srares.—Tue packet-ship Europe, which left New York on the 
ist, arrived at Liverpool on Wednesday morning, with intelligence a day 
later than the last steamer. 

A bill had been introduced into the Legislature of Mississippi pledging 
the faith of that state to the payment or redemption of the bonds sold on 
ore of the Planters’ Bank of Mississippi, and the Mississippi Union 

ank. 

A shock of an earthquake was experienced at Urbana, in the State of 
Obio, on the 19th ult. 

The house and tactories of W. Robertson, Esq., of Trent, 
accidentally destroyed by fire. His family escaped with difficulty. 

We have further accounts from the indiaw frontier of several marders 
having been committed by the savages. The darge cotton prict-works of 
Mr. J. Saunders, at Cove, Providence, were burnt down—loss 25,000 doliars. 

O ving to the extreme heat and drought, the forests have been burning im 
inany directions, and great quantities of wood had been destro 
together with farms and cattle. At Cherryville, T-nnessee, a planier was 
murdered by hs slaves, and the apprehendrd had confessed that 
they were engaged ina plot tema whites, and that every negro in 
the neighbourhood was ina 

We have later dates from Texas, Mexico, and Bouth America, but find 

littie or nuthing worthy of extract. The Texan Government having moved 
back to Austin seems to argae favourably fora peace with Mexico. The 
crews of Commodore Moore’s squadron, still at Gaiveston, can get neither 
pay ger p-ovisi ns. In Rio Grande, Brazil, the imperial general, Caxias, 
had drf-atel the rebels in several encounters; and the news isconfirmed 
that Man el hat signally overthrown 20000f them, capturing al! their ar- 
tillery, arms, bigz+ze. &c , with many prisoners. 

Some excitement has been created owing to a statement that Lord Aber- 
deen had addressed to ali the consuls and other English Government agents 
a circular requiring of them the most exact and detailed iculars in rela- 
tion to negro slayery in the United States, It is probably nothing more 












than one among the many circulars sent by all Governments to their con- 
suls, by way of obtaining commercial, politica’, and statistical information ; 
but, as it is announced at a time when considerable fecling presale on the 
subject of the Oregon territory, some people are dispos © regard it as 
po for information on a vuinerable poiat, in the event of serious diffi- 
culty. 


THE MURDER OF COL. STODDART AND CAPT. CONOLLY. 

A correspondent connected with the East bas sent a narrative, detailing 
the circumstances attending the murder of our two lamiented countrymen 
by order of the Ameer of Bokhara, to a morning paper, and from which we 
select the principal points :— 

“NARRATIVE OF SAALEH MAHOMED, COMMONLY CALLED 
AKHOONDZADEH. 

IT am the son of Cazee Mahomed Hassan, of Herat, one of the principal 
persons of that city; we are the family whose lives Major Todd bought for 
10,000 tomans from Yar Mahomed, when the former quitted Herat. 

“ When the Russians were advancing towards Kbiva, Major Todd sent 
my father on a mission to that city. Afterwards Captain Abbott went to 
Khiva, and I met him at Meroe, where | was purchasing grain. 





He sent 

me to Herat, and Major Todd ordered me to proceed and join that officer at 
Khiva with 1000 temans. When I reached Khiva I learned that Mr. Abbott 
had gone towards Astrakan, and, moreover, that he had been killed among 
the Kuazaks. | still thought it my duty te follow his steps, which I did for 
twenty-two marches; tne last four days and nights I was perfectly alone in 
the desert. and found him wounded and a prisoner in a Kuzzak tent, where 
I delivered to him 980 ducats. 

“Four months afterwards Major Todd directed me to join Captain Conolly, 
then on the road tu Meroe, proceeding to Khiva and Koghan, and deliver to 
him 2000 ducats. We resided seven months in Khiva; Capiain Conolly thea 
sent me to Cabal, to Sir William M‘Naghten, with important despatches 
and messages. Captain Conolly obtained leave from the Ameer for me to 
join him in Bokhara, which the Khan permitted me to do, and gave me 
presents, saying, at the same time, that Captain Conolly had commi'ted a 
great error by going to Bokbara, where he would be treated like Colonel 

toddart. Tbe Khan had a great regard for Captain Conolly, and expressed 
great regret at his having left Khiva. I do not know the cause of Captain 

nolly’s quitting that city; but I suspect it was owing to an intrigue of 
the mokter or vizier. When | reached the Boxhara frontier, the commander 
told me that two days before my arrival (about the middie of December, 
1841) the ameer had seized and confined Colonel Stoddart and Captein 
Conoliy, and that I could not proceed without further orders. He placed a 
uard ever me. Five days afterwards orders arrived that [ should be sent 
© Bokbara. We reached the city in two days, about sunrise; an hour 
afterwards I was carried before the Ameer. I saluted him with ‘ Allah- 
ho-akbar.’ He looked at me for about a minute, but said nothing, and on his 
making a signal with his head I was carried off. They put me in confine- 
ment ia a comfortable piace, and treated me well. I was under the charge 
of the topchi bashi; so, too, were Colonel Stoddart and Captain Conolly, and 
Allahdad Khan, Schah Seoj: h’s envoy, who were in confinement in his harem, 
and were then well treated. My servants, seven in number, and the ser- 
vants of Captain Conoliy, thirty-three in number, were imprisoned in the 
Seeah Chah, or Black Well. 

“The Black Well is the prison for criminals. Itis acircular well, 17 feet 
deep, and 21 feet in diameter; it has a brick roof with a hole in it, and cri- 
Minals are lowered down by a rope. : 

“TI used to communicate secretly with the gentlemen. I was very ill, and 
the ameer sent me a doctor. After twenty days he sent two painters, and 
ordered me to make a plan of Herat. A week afterwards the ameer seut 
for me atnight He was seated on the ground in a small room, with two 
servants in attendance. He forced me to sit down, as I was ill. He asked 
how I, the son of a Cazee, could serve the English? He then spoke of the 
events in Cabul, and of the insurrection there. It was the disasters in 
Cabul which induced the ameer to confine the two Officers. Thirty days or 
so subsequently, about the beginning of Moharem (middie of February), 
two men came into my reom, and stripped me of all my good clothes, and 
shoved me out of the room; and, at the same time, Allabdad Khan ap- 
peared under charge of two other men. The ameer was looking out of a 
window, They took us to the top of a hill, outside the citadel, but within 
the city, and ealled forarope. I thought they were going te kill us, but 
this was the Black Well; and I was greatly rejoiced to find that the rope 
was only wanted to lower us down, which wasdone. We found there Yoosoof, 
Captain Conolly’s Greek, and six others of bis servants. The other 
people, being Captain Conolly’s servants, Allahdad Kban’s, and mine, 
amounting te abeut fifty-five persons, who had hitherto been confined in the 
well, with about twenty five or thirty criminals, in all eighty persons, bad 
been previously removed from the well, where they were packed one on the 
top of the other. The floor was beyond measure damp. I had no clothes 
except a cotton shirt end trousers, though it was deep winter, and I was very 
ill from fever and ague; but one of Captain Conoliy’s servants gave me a 
cloth coat, which sayed my life. Our {ood was a small piece of bread in the 
morning, and the same at night. 

“Up to this time the two gentlemen remained in the same place of confine- 
ment, in the harem of the topchi bashi. ; 

** We remained for two months without any change, and without any com- 
munication with Colonel Stoddart and Captain Conotly. The ameer then 
went to Koghan in the begianing of Rebbee-ool-Eovel (the middle of Apri), 
baving first liberated Captain Conolly’s servants, whe were in the well. Thas 
Allahdad Khan, I, and Yoosoof, were the only persons living there, besides 
the criminals; but our food was increased abundantly, by an allowance given 
by Captain Conolly, and permitted by the ameer. 

“The ameer returned in less than two months, about the end of Rebbee- 
ool-Akhir (the last day of this month was the 10th of June). Three days 
afterwards we three were hauled out of the well, and Allahded Khan and [ 
were chained together by the neck. Ailahdad Khan told me to say the 
Kiltemeh, for that they were going to put us to death. Yoosoof was 
chained with a Hindoo, a highwayman, and a man who had killed his 
father. They took us in this way through the bazaars to the citadel, and 
made us halt at a place where the aweer looked at us. They took the 
chains from Allahdad Khan’s neck and mine, and ied Yoosoof and the other 
three prisoners out of the citadel and killed them. I saw their bodies half 
an hour afterwards. The Hindoo was killed first, and thea Yoosoof, who 
told the executioner to sharpen his knife, that he might not suffer pain. 
He then raised bis hands and eyes towards heaven, and his throat was cut. 
This one of the spectators told me. This happened on Friday, the 30th of 
Kebbee-ool-Akhir (the 10th of June). Yoosoof, while in the weil, had be- 
eome a Mussulman, to eseape the ill-treatment of ithe criminals, who would 
give him notbing to eat. He was not circumcised, but he said the kiiemeh. 

“Aliahdad Khan and I were told we were at liberty to go where we 

leased. 

i went to live with the ameer's vizier’s father, who was a merchant and 
a good man, who pitied my condition. He gave me lodging, feod, and 
clothing, and a Candahar merchant ef my acquaintance gave me fifteen 
ducats. 

* The next morning a secret message came from Cptain Conolly, saying 
he had heard that Il and Allahdad Khan had been killed, and that he was fuil 
of anxiety. 

“Qn Sunday or Monday the ameer sent to Colonel Stoddart and Captain 
Conoily a message that he would free them in a few days, and teid them to 
be of good heart. On Tresday, at night, their quarters were entered by 
several men, whe stripped them, and carried them off to prison; but I de 
no know whetherit was tothe Black Wellor someother. In stripping Colonet 
Stoddart a lead pencil was found in the iining of his coat, aud some pa- 
pers in bis waist. These were taken to the ameer, who gave orders 
that Colonel Steddort shouid be beaten with heavy sticks until he disclosed 
wh» brought the papers, and to whom he wrete. He was most vivlently 
beaten, but he revealed nothing: he was beaten repeatedly for two or three 
days. Ona Friday, the 8h or 9th (the 7ih) of Jemmeadee-ol- Kovel (17th of 
June), the ameer cave orders that Colonei Sio wert should be willed in tue 
presence of Captain Conolty, who was to be offered life if he would beeeme 
a Mahomedan. In the afternoon they were taken outside the prison into 
the street, which is a kiod of smati square. Their hands were tied across 
in freat, Many people assembled to behold the spectacie. Their graves were 
dug before their eyes. Colonel Stoddart excleimed aioud at the crueity aud 
tyranny of the ameer. His head was then cut off with a knife, 

© The chief executioner then turned to Captain Conoily and said, ‘The 
ameer spares your life 1f you will become a Massulman.’ Captein Conoliy 
answered, * Colonel Stoddart has been a Mussulman for three vears, and 
you have kitled him. You killed Yoosoof, too. I will not be a Muzsuiman, 
and f am feady to + al Saying which he stretched forth his neck. His

PROROGATION OF PARLIAMENT. 

Her Majesty proceeded in state this afternoon along the royal line of 
route from Buckingham Palace to the Honses of Parliament, for the 
purpose of closing the session in person. The weather, which had been 
gioomy ail the morning, cleared up at noon, and the sun shone out cheer- 
ingly upon her Majesty and the numbers of her !oyal and dutifal subjects 
who thronged the park and streets leading to the entrance of the House of 
Lords comman‘ing a view of the royal procession. Her Majesty was re- 
ceived at the House of Lords by the great Officers of State; and, having 
robed, entered the House of Lords; and taking her seat on the throne, 
direeted the House of Commons to be summoned to the bar.— Shortly after 
the members of the Lower House, headed by the Speaker, appeared at the 
bar. The right hon. gentleman addressed her Majesty on tie labours of the 
session, after which the royal assent was given to the remaining bills.— Her 
Majesty then, baving received the copy of the speech from the Lord Chan- 
celior, read that document, which was as foillows-— 

“My Lorps anv GENTLEMEN, 
“ The state of prblie business enable 











me to close this protracted session, 


and to release you from further attendance on your parliamentary duties, 
“I thank you for the measures you have adopted for enabling me to give 
full effect to the several treaties which I have con led with foreign powers. 
“ I have given my cordial assent to the bill which you presented to me for 
increasing the means of spiritual instruction in populous parishes, by making 
a portion of the revenue of the chureh available for the endowment of ad- 


ditional ministers.

The Pariiament was then declared prorogued to Thursday the 19th of 
October by the Lord Chancellor; and the royal. party returned, in the same 
order as they had set out, to Bucking-ham Palace. 

HOUSE OF COMMONS.—TuurRspay. 

The Speaker took the chair shortly after balf-past one o’clock.—Mr, EK. 
TENNENT presented a petition from Belfast against the repeal of the union. 
The petition was signed by upwards of 4000 persons in the course of three 
days.—In answer to a question from Mr. B. CocuRrang, Sir R,. PEBL said 
her Majesty's Government had not received any Official account confirmin, 
the report that the Ameer of Bokhara had caused Colonel Stoddart an 
Captain Conolly to be murdered. The report, however, was so strong, that 
he was afraid that it was too trne. He was sure the hon. gentleman would 
not press him to state what measures this country might take to procure 
redress. He believed all civilized nations participated in their feeling with 
regard to this deed, and the Court of Russia bad behaved in the most hand- 
sowe manner. The Russian Government and the Emperor had. positively 
refused to hold any communication with the Government of Bokbara.— Mr, 
Hin DLEY begged to ask the head of her Majesty’s Government if they had 
heard that the Government of France bad acknowledged the present Govern- 
ment of Spain; and whether the English Government intended ta acknow- 
ledge itas de jure the Government of Spain?—Sir R. Peer said, where a 
Goverument was administering the affairs of a country, it was the duty of 
the Government of this country to take care, without expressing any 
opinion, that British inierests were not injured.—In angwer to Mr. Ewart, 
respecting the admission of the publicto see the interesting monuments of 
antiquity in the cathedrals and other public buidings, Sir R. Pegu said 
that he had no authority in the matter, except by the strong expression of 
his opinion, which he had already given. The Government were willing, by 
the assistance of the police, to preserve order, but he found by the example 
of the free admission to the exhibition of the cartoons lately, and that of the 
British Museum, that such precautions were unnecessary, as it was only in 
cases where the public were admitted casually, and for payment, that any 
damage was ever done to public monuments. in all other instances the pub- 
lic were themselves the best police.—Sir A. Clifford here entered the bouse, 
at twenty minutes past two o’clock, and announced that her Majesty com- 
nmianded the attendance of the house in the House of Lords, to hear her 
Majesty’s Speech from the Throne.—After a short absence, the Speaker 
having returped and read the Speech at the table, the different members 
surrounding him, the house broke up. 


ARRIVAL OF THE PRINCE DE JOINVILLE AND THE DUKE 
D’AU MALE, 

At precisely nine o’clock on Monday morning the Pluton French war 
steamer, Rear-Admiral Prince de Joinville, and his brother, the Duke d’Au- 
male, arrived at Woolwich, attended by the Archimede and Napoleon war 
siecamers in the French service. A field battery of the Royal Artillery, 
under the command of Captain Tyiden, stationed at the dockyard, fired a 
royal salute to announce the arrival of their Royal Highnesses. 

At half past ten o’clack their Royal Bighnesses entered the barge of the 
Wilham and Mary yacht, and were steered to the landing place by Com- 
mander Smith. At the moment their Royal Highnesses stepped on shore, 
another roval salute was fired from the field battery stationed in the dock- 
yard, and the illustrious visitors were received with the usual honours by 
Captain Sir Frances A. Collier, K.C.B. and K.C.H., superintendent of her 
Majesty's Dockyard; Lieut.-General Lord Bloomfield, G.C.B. and G.C.H., 
commendant of the garrison, accompanied by Major Sandilands and Bri- 
gade-Msjor Cuppege, of the Royal Artillery. A guard of honour was 
formed of the Royai Marmes, under the command oi Captain Mitford, and 
accompanied by the band of the corps. 

‘The Marquis de Chabet and Marshal Count Sebastiani, attached to the 
French embassy, and Lord Hawarden and Captsin F. Seymour, attached to 
the British c®urt, were in waiting on the arrivai of their Royal Highnesses, 
and left Woolwich immediately after the ilustrious visitors landed, to ac- 
company them to Windsor Castie on a visit to her Majesty. 

The 
leaving the Chateau o’Eu, near Dieppe, proceeded in the French steamer 
Pluton to Bouiogoe on Friday, and the next day sailed for Calais, to pass 
the troops and National Guard. im review. On leaving Calais the Piuton, 
accompanied by the Archimede and Nepoleon steamera, sailed fur Duokirk, 
and arrived there on Sundgy, making but a brief visit. On the departure 
of their Reyal Highnesses from that port, they sailed directly for this 
country. Tove Pluton was detaised nearly two hours iv the Downs before 
a pilot came en board, and it was determined that when the French steamers 
came off Chathem, that anchor should be dropped for the night. Their 
Royal Highnesses consequently remained on board at Chatham until Mon- 
day morning.

AN INDIAMAN ON SHOoRB IN THE RiveR.—On Toesday, ‘as the ship 
Bencoolen, of 417 tons register, Captain Stamp, from Calcutta, was coming 
up thé river with the flood tide, in tow of'a steamer, for the London Docks, 
she*went too closein shore, and grotndéd on the hard canseway at the 
Horseferry, nearly oppesite to the Regent’s Canal, and all attethpts to get 
her off proved ini ffeciual. At low-water the Bencoolen remained high and 
dry; andasshe had a heavy catgo on board, and her resting place is not 
level, her situation may be considered ane of considerable peril. Measures 
were teken to ligiten her; and ag the tides are at present making, it was 
fully expected that she would get off at high water, shortly before twelve 
o'clock. It is feared, however, that she has gt strained. We have heard, 
ag a reason for ber going so near in shore, that it was to get clear of a vessel 
which was lying in her direct Course. Swe had a piloton board. We un- 
derstand the Bencoolen belongs to R. R. Brown, Ksq., the extens:ve ship- 
owner, in Lower Shadwell. . 

Tus VeELocE anp THe Lizarp Sreamrrs.—The Débates gives the fol- 
lowing account of this affair:— It has been stated in the English journals 
that, in the unfortunate collision of the Véloce steamer and the Lizard, the 
French were altogether in the wrong. We can comprehend that the officers 
of the vessel which is lost shoula seek to exculpate themselves as much as 
they can. We must opserve, however, whilst they affirm that there were no 
lights hung out by the French vessel, and that she made a talse tack which 
threw her on the Bnglish vessel, that we can cite in reply a letter in the Ton- 
lon papers, in which it is affirmed that the French vessel displayed the li He 
required by the regulations, both an the forecastie and at the mast head ; that 
no manceuyre had been mase, as the ceptain was weil convinced that the 
English Vesgel, which had been long perceived by the men en the look-out, 
had jull space to steer clear; that if was the Bnglish vessel alone whic 
made this unfortunate mangurre which brought her against the Veloce, an 
that at the moment of the collision, there was no officer on the deck of the 
English vessel. In the midst of such contradictory statements, but which 
no one, however, bas a right to suspect, we consider that the most prudent 
step to take will be to wait for the resuit of the inquiry, which it is the ipte- 
rest of the two navies to call for. We think that we may declare that we 
have no fear for this result, as far as the ‘French navy is concerned. The 
Véloce was commanded by an officer of distinguished merit, Captain Leon 
du Parc, long accustomed to steamers. It is he whoin 1837 commanded the 
Phare, and when bringing back to France the Duke de Nemours, after the 
taking of Constantina, saved, in the midgt of a tempest, the English 80 gun 
ship the Bellerophon. This noble aciion produced, in addition to a sword 
of honour from the Engiish Admiralty, a most flaitering letter from Admiral 
Stopford to Captain du Parc. The remembrance of this conduct ought to 
bave induced certain of the English prees to mitigate the disobliging terms 
with which the loss of the Lizard has been spoken of.” 

PROPERTY DIscovVERED NEAR THE WRECK OF THE SOLWAY STEAMER. 


| —The George Canning, ten days trom Corunna, arrived at Southampton 
| on Monday in charge of Mr. Lane and Mr. Wiilden, late of the Solway, 
| after a most strenuous but unsuccessful attempt to recover part of the pro- 
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perty lost in that ship, in consequence of the continued heavy swell and pre- 
valence of the north and north-east winds, which rendered it impossible to 
ride at anchor near the Solway; and, althongh they made fast to the main- 
mast, which was hanging hy the rigging, step up, they could not lay long 
enough to attempt to go down with the diving apparatus. These gentiemen 


| have, however, saved some spars and rigging, and succeeded in adding 


laurels to the Lritish name—after the failure of all other nations—by havi 
recovered from the wreck of the French brig La Sqlide, which was lost four 
years since, nine miles from the wreck of the Solway, to the westward, and 
sheitered by the Sicarga Islands, thirteen iron guns, four of which are 80- 
pounders, weighing four tons each; five long thirty-two’s; and four long 
twenty-four’s; together with chein-cables, lne-of-battle-ship mooring 
swivels, ring-bolts, &. Attempis had beep previoysly made both by the 
French and Spaniards to effect this result, but without Success. The George

ARRIVAL OF EspanTreRo, Regent of Spatn.—Her Majesty's war- 
steamer Prometheus, Commander Frederick Lose, arrived off Woolwich 
Dockyard on Wednesday moruing shortly after eleven o'clock, baying on 
board General Espartero and suite. The toilowing communication wag im- 
mediately forwarded to the Captein Superintendent of the Dockyard, Be 
Francis Collier, K.C.H., by Commander Lawe :—. 

** Her Majesty’s Ship Prometheus, Woolwich, Aug. 23. 

“ Sir,—I beg to acquaint you that, in parsuance of orders from Admiral 
Sir C. Rowiey, Commayder-in-Cuief st Portsm: uth, I teft Spithead, in the 
sieam ship under piy cOmspaand, on the 2ist instant, having on board his Ex- 
cellency the Duke of Victoria, for Havre de Grace, which port I reached yes- 
terday morning; and having then received on board the Duchess of Vic- 
toria, sailed again the same tide tor Woolwich, and arrived here this morn- 
ing. “* T have the honour to be, your very obedient servant, 

“ Freperick Lows, Lieut.-Com. 

“ To Capt. Sup. Sir F. Collier.” 

On receipt of this letter, Sir Francis Collier immediately proceeded on board 
the Prometheus, and having been introduced to his excellency, Sir Francis, 
On the part of the Government, at once explained to the Regent that every 
accommodation, both 10 himself and his suite, would be most giadly ren- 
dered. Sir Francis expiained to his excellency that carriages for the convey- 
ance of himself and suite to town were in readiness. His excellency, how- 
ever, declined the offer, having previously arranged to embark in a small 
above- bridge steamer for Hungeriord-wharf, where the carriages of the em- 
bassy would be in attendance to receive him. Hus excellency added that: he 
wished his visit to be as private as possible. His excellency, who appeared 
to be in remarkably good health and spirits, conversed, in the French lan- 
guage, for some time with Sir Francis Collier, and took occasion to express 
to that gallant officer, ia the most unmeasuied terms, bis gratitude for the 
extreme kindness he had experienced from the British authdpitie beams 
the moment he placed bis foot on board the Malabar ship of Ww fi: 
rhe Duchess of Victoria and the Donna Bladia Bspa:tero (the Regent's 
daughter) also expressed their acknowledgments. Despatches were imme- 
diately forwarded to London, announcing the Regent’s arrival at Woolwich. 
Lord Bivomtield, commandant of the royal arsenal, armved at ihe dockyard 
shortly atier twelve @’clock, and went Gif to pay his respects to bis ex- 
celleucy. Shortly be'ore two o'clock, the Waterman Company's steamer 
(No. 9) went alongside the Prometheus, for the purpose of receiving bis 
Exceileney and suite, and haying taken tile whole of them on board, at 
once preceeded to Hungerford- wharf, where Carriages were in waiting to cop- 
vey the novule exiles to Mivari’s Hotel. The joliowing is a correct ligt of the 
noblemen and othcers who bave arrived by the Promeiheus:—His Highness 
the Duke of Victoria, Kegent of Spain ; her Highness the Duchess of Vicioria ;

THE FIRE IN FETTER LANE.—FUNERAL OF THE FIVE SUFFERERS.— 
On Wednesday morning the reinains of the late Mr. New berry were removed - 
from the residence gf bis brother-in-law, Mr. Weeding, Mecklenburgh- 
square, and interred in the tamily vault, at St. Andrew, Holborn; the. 
mourners were Mr. Weeding, Mr. Pigeon, secretary to Christ’s Hospital 
Mr. Scott (with whom the deceased spent the evening previous to the awfu 
calamity), and another friend. Shortiy after twelve o’clock, four coffins en- 
tered the same burial-ground, containing the bodies of Mr. and Mrs. Rose, 
and her two sisters, Kiizabeth and Margaret M‘Crindell, followed by 
twenty-four mourners. The scene at this moment was truly heart-rending, 
between 600 and 700 persons being present, many of whom shed tears. The 
burial service having been read by the curate, the Rev. Mr. Kerry, the four

ACCIDENTS AND OFFENCES. 





FATAL AccIpENT.—Tuesday eveninz, about half-past eight o’clock, as a 
man named William Dixon, aged 56, a wafer-maker, residing at No. 28, 
Hunter-street, Old Kent-road, was running across Fleet-street, be acciden- 
tally stumbled and pitched on his head. He was instantiy removed in an 
insensible state to the station-house by police constables Newnham and 
Gardner, 327 and 333, when Mr. Hutchinson, surgeon, of Farringdon-street, 
was sent for, who promptly attendev, together with two other medic; 

entlemen, but they pronounced life to be extinct, the deceased having 
reathedj his last in about three minutes afier he was brought to the 
station. 

DReapFuL DEATH OF Mr. AYMER, THE VAULTER.—This unfortunate 
man, whose recent performance at the English Opera excited so much 
admiration in his peculiar department, met his death on Thursday se’nnight, 
at the Circus of Mr. Batty, of the Royal Amphitheatre. ‘The performance 
for which Mr. Aymer was announced concluded with a double summerset, 
and, in throwing it, the ill-fated artist, instead of lighting on his feet, fell 
on his neck, and death was the immediate result. Mr. Batty, on hearing 
the fatal intelligence, immediately quitted London for Jersey, to render 
every assistance un the melancholy eccasion. Swith, a great trampoline 
and vauiter, met his death in a manner precisely similar, during the manage- 
ment of Messr§. Ducrow and West, at Astley’s, some seasons past. 

BurGciary at Baiguton.—On Saturday night, or early on Sunday 
morning, another burglary was committed in Brighton, on the premises of 
Mr. Packham, an extensive ironmonger residing in the Western-road. The 
thieves effected an entrance at the back part of the premises by climbing 
over a high wall on to the workshops, and cutting out a —. of glass, un- 
fesiening the window, and en'ering by the first floor. The front shop was 
found ransacked, and 9 quantity of knives apd cther portable articles car- 
ried off; the till was forced open, but\ fortunately they only obtained about 
10s. in silver. The workshop was visited, and a subscription-box tor the 
Sussex County Hospital carried off, containing about £3, the contributions 
of the workmen fer that institution. The larder was then visited, and here 
the depredators stopped to regale themselves after the robbery, leaving 
ample testimony of “ doing j:stice’”? to the contents. The burglary appears 
to Have been effected by parties well acquainted with the premices. 

FirnE On Bodrp a Bric IN THE Loypon Docxs.—On Wednesday 

ning, at ten o'clock, police constables H 148 and 183, while on duty on 
the east quay of the London Docks, observed that one of the vessels on the 
west jetty was on fire. They instantly gave the alarm, and hastened to the 
anol, and found the gally of a Spanish brig (the Tenerasse packet) on fire. 
hey immediately ar d the crew, all of whom were on board, and with 
their assistance, and under the direction of Inspector Waiker, of the Thames 
Police, whe promptly attended, the flames were subdued; not, however, 
before considerable damage was done to the vessel. 


ALARMING FIRE OX THE MERSEY.—About half-past ten o’clock on the 
morning of Monday last the crew of a brigantine called the Emerald, Cap- 
tain Keohan, which was lying at the north end of Canning Dock, Liverpool, 
and was ready for sea, discovered, from the smoke that issued from the 
forecastie, below decks, that combustion was going on amongst the cargo 
in the hold. Two engines immediately came up, and four others were soon 
after on the ground, with a strong body of firemen. Great exertions were 
made, it being the general opinion that unless the flames were speedily sub- 
dned the fire would become uncontrollable. The vessel had on board about 
120 casks of oil, a quantity of soft soap, 12 tons of rags, old ropes, cotton 
waste, and a considerable weight of brimstone; the whole so injudiciously 
stowed together that there can be little doubt but that spontaneous combus- 
tion had resulted from some of the oil coming in contact, by leakage or 
otherwise, with the rags and waste. After toiiing forsome time in the hold, and 
getting a quantity of casks, &c., out, Mr. Hewitt, superintendent of the fre 
police, guided by the colour of the smoke, at length bit the right pojnt upon 
which to play, and in ebout an hour ali further apprehension of the cos 
of the oil was overcome. One of the policemen on duty was rendered 
insensible by the suffocating smoke in the hold that, when brought on deck, 
he fell down and appeared to be all but dead. He afterwards so far reco- 
vered as to be able to assist in hoisting up the goods. 

Suppsw~ DeatH.—On Weduesday morning Mr. Baker and a highly re- 
spectable jury assembled at the George, Old-street, St. Luke’s, to inquire 
inte the death of Thomas Brown, Esq., of Union piace, Islington, aged 57 
years, who dropped down dead whilst attending a meeting of the Income and 
Property-tax Commissioners, and under examination before them at their 
Shite in Finsbury-square. His death was occasioned by apoplexy, and the 
jury returned a verdict to that eflect. : 

MaystaugutTer —On Wednesday Mr. Baker concluded the inquest on 
the body OF Matilda Herriet Bailey, who was stabbed by William Peacock, 
under Circumstsnces already related in ‘his journal. Mr. Gillett,a surgeon, 
who had opened the hogy, said be found a wound between the fifth and sixth 
ribs on the left side; if was three inches in depth, extending one inch 
into the left lobe of the lungs, and thereby causing ceath.

BDIscoveRY OF 4 SKELETON aT Winpsor.—On Monday last some work-

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MEETING OF THE BRITISH 
ASSOCIATION AT CORK. 


The thirteenth meeting of the 
British Association for the Ad- 
vancement of Science commenced 
at Cork on the afternoon of Wed- 
nesday, the 16th inst., this being 
the second time that these meet- 
ings have been held in the “‘ sister 
island,’’ the former meeting, which 
was the fifth, having been held in 
Dublin. The city of Cork had, 
prior to the late meeting at Man- 
chester, sent but one invitation ; 
still its applications then were so 
strongly and influentially support- 
ed that it was selected, notwith- 
standing a very powerful applica- 
tion from York, where thirteen 
years since the association took its 
rise, and where it is understood 
that the meeting for the ensuing 
year will be held. In theselection 
of officers, those for the present 
year have never been exceeded in 
efficiency or intelligence. _ The 
president is the Earl of Rosse 
(better known, perhaps, as Lord 
Oxmantown), a nobleman cele- 
brated in the annals of science as 
one of the first astronomers of the 
dar, and whose fame has recently 
become European from the con- 
struction of his gigantic tele- 
scope ; whilst the vice-presidents 
are the Earl of Listowel and 
Viscount Adare, M.P., two noble- 
men highly esteemed in this vici- 
nity; with Sir W. Hamilton, the 
President of the Royal Irish Aca- 
demy, and Astronomer Royal; and 
Dr. Robinson, Dean of Armagh, 
equally celebrated as.a mathema- 
tician and astronomer.

Profeszor Phillips, thé assistant secretary, read thé tiinutes of the 

last meeting at Manchester, and also a lettér from Modena to Dr. 
Faraday, acknowledging the invitation of the Royal Sétiety there for 
a deputation to attend the present meetifig. 
Colonet Sabine, F.R.S., one of the gewetal sé@fétaries, read the 
report of thé eowncil. It stated that, ii Sbediéiice to a resolution 
passed the last fear at Manchester, appointing a committee to coms 
municate With thé council of the Royal Society to join them in mak- 
ing an application to the Government to defray the expenses of the 
publication of the reduction of the catalogue of stars in the ‘‘ His- 
toire Celeste,’’ and of the catalogue of stars in the southern hemi- 
sphere made by Lalande, which had been effected at the expense of 
the association; such application had been made, but refused by the 
Royal Society. An application had, however, been made direct to 
Sir Robert Peel for the grant of £1000 for the purpose, and which, 
after a minute inquiry as to the manner in which the funds of the 
society had been expended, and the circumstances under which the 
reductions had been made, was granted by the Lords of the Treasury, 
to be under the superintendence of Sir John Herschel, but with 
an understanding that it was not to form a precedent for future ap- 
plications on any objects undertaken without the previous approba- 
tion of Government. 

Dr. Robinson, of Armagh, explained at some length the circum- 
stances under which these were first made, and the importaiice which 
wouid result to astronomical and nautical science by thé publication 
of these important labours. 

The first general meeting of members was held on Thursday 
evening, at the Corn Exchange, when the Marqitis of Northampton 
took the chair, which he resigned to the Earl of Rossé, the Presi- 
dent elect, who addressed the meeting in a speéch which continued 
about an hour. and in which his lordship eloquently disecoursed of 
the pleasures and advantages of science. A vote of thanks to the 
egy members was then passed for their having this year visited 

ork. 

The meetings of the different sections commenced on Thursday 
morning; but, as usualon the first day of meeting, the proceedings 
were neither numerous nor varied. The other days of the sectional 
meetings were Friday, Saturday, Monday, and Tuesday. Among 
the proceedings 6m Saturday, we notice that Dr. Robinson read the 
report of acommittee appointed by the Mathematical section to su- 
periotend the e0iistruction of the ‘‘ Captive Balloon.” He said that 
the objeét of thé balloon was to ascertain the temperature of the at- 
mospheric air at various heights. By this apparatus, they would 
be enabled to aseertain the density of the atmospheric air 8000 yards 
high. Their first experiment, which would take place in Januaty 
next, would be At a height of 1000 yards. 

On Saturday @vening the second meeting of the General Council 
was held at the Great Room, Corn Exchange, which was brilliantly 
lighted. The platform was occupied by several noble and distin- 
guished members of the Association, atiéng whom we recognised 
the President, Lord Rosse, the Marquis of Northampton, Lord 
Adair, Sir Chaties Lemon, Bart., Professér Owen, Mr. Lyall, Pro- 
fessor Phillips, Colonel Sabine, Mr. Taylor, Professor Forbes, 
Major Beamish, Mr. C.C. Babington, &¢@., and among the audience 
were several ladies of fashion. 

The meeting Was called for the purpose of hearing a leéture of 
Professor Owen, on the Dinornis, a gigantic species of bird, and 
one of whose bones has been recently discovered in Néw Zealand. 
The bones of the leg and toes of the dinérnis differed from those of 
the ostrich and apteryx. They differed from th cassowéty also. 
These were thé 6nly birds to which it wa’ referable in some points ; 
but, differing a% it did from them in matéfial formation and genus, 
it equally differed from all other birds, aid he (Mr. Owen) gave it 
the ane of diternis, the danger-bird, from its extraordinaéty mag- 
nitude.

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It is greatly to be wished that Parliament had been prorogued 
under more auspicious circumstances of public advantage than 
have in reality marked the termination of a session in which 
little or nothing has been done for the permanent good of the 
country or the alleviation of national distress. On Thursday 
her Majesty in person dismissed her Legislature, absolved them 
from their funetions, and left them at liberty to turn from law- 
making to dog and gun. ‘The speech was, as usual, a right 
royal speéch—that is to say, one of those inane effusions which 
Ministers of all parties are prone to put into the mouth of a 
Sovereign, with a purfect consciousness that, were the same 
Words and sentences uttered by any other than regal lips, they 
would be listened to with a very ineffable contempt by thei 
audience. We fear that we cannot hope from the public a much 
better reception for the ptinted oration which appears in our 
columns to-day. 

The speech commences with a declaration that the “state of 
public business”’ etiabies the Sovereign to “close the protracted 
session.”’ This is nottrue. ‘The state of publie business is nei- 
ther forward nor prosperous, but the session is closed im its de- 
spite, because the members are tired of doing no good, but not 
becausé there is no good to be done.

Court yester- 
day morning, George Gulliver, surgeon in the Royal Horse-Guards (Biue), 
and Halland Leckie Daniel Cuddy, a Lieutenant ip the same regiment, eur- 
rendered to take their trial on an indictment charging them with being 
concerned in the death of David Lynar Fawcett.—The Attorney General, 
Mr. Waddington, asd Mr. Chambers, appeared to prosecute. Mr. Clarkson 


aod Mr. Bodkin were the counsel! for Mr. Gulliver, and Sergeant Shee and ° 


Mr. Bal antine for Mr. Caddy.—At a few minutes after ten the judges took 
their seats upon the bench, and the names of al-rander Thompson Munro, 
Duncan Trevor Grant, William Holiand Leckie Da.iel Cuddy, and George 
Guiiver, were called; only Mr. Cuedy and Mr. Gulliver answered, and 
they were immecia‘ely placed in the deck.

I had known Col, Fawoett for ten or tweive years; bat I am 
rather near-sighied, aud could not swear that it was he; 1 atterwards met 
him in a held adjoming the Tottenham-read. There were tour persons in the 
ficid, v.z., Col. Fawcett, Lieut, Manure, Mr. Grant, and a fourth geutieman, 
whose n mel aid not know, 1 think the gentleman at the bar is the per- 
son, although he !ooks rather taller now than be did in the field. Lieute- 
navt Munro afterwards asked me to come into the field, saying, ** You can 
be useiul.”’ Afterwards heard the words “ ready !” and ** fire!’ and a shout 
of ** the doctor !” immediately afterwards. Upon that I ran up to Colonel 
Fawcett, who was lying On the ground. Agentiemap, whom I suppose to 
have been Mr. Cuddy, was standing near him. Mr. Munro had just run up 
to Coionel Fawcett at the time. Something was said by Colonel Fawcett 
about levelling; be enid be was not levelling the pistol at him. Mr. Munro 
said, “Ob, Fawcett, t thought you were levelling at me, and covering me,” 
or words to that effect, LI donot know whether that was said previously to, 
or was an answer to Colonel Fawcett’s remark. Saw the gentleman whom he 
believed to be the prisoner with a brace of pistols, Colonel Fawcett’s respi- 
ration was immediately very much embarrassed, and he appeared as if he 
was about to die then and there. But be alterwards revived. Mr. Munro 
assisted, and did everything in bis power, abandoning all anxiety about 
* self,” and waiting #ith witness until Sir Benjamin Brodie arrived. 

Cross-examimed: Had said that all wasdoneia a barry, and that he had 
heard the report of the pistols before be was aware of » hat was taking place.

Afterwards saw the wounded 
genueman lying om the ground, and the prisoner aad Mr. Gulliver leaning 
overt him. 

fhe medical witnesses examined were Sir Benjamin Brodie and Mr. Liston, 
which ciosed the case for the prosecution. 

sergeant Shee thea rose toaddress the jury forthe defeaee. He said there 
never was a cave Which, now that it was stripped of all its prejudices, was so 
different from that which # had been at first represe: a@s the present; 
and he also, as the Attorney-General bad done, entreated them to divest 
their minds of ali which they had heard before they came into the jury box. 
It wasaitogether unreasonable to say that Mr. Cuddy bad gone to the ground 
to aid’ and assist Lieut. Munro in the murder of Col. Fawcett. The only 
thigg that was proved, was that be was present; bat there was no proof 
that he was thus aiding, asssumg, and abetting Lieut. Munro in taking the 
lite of the deceased, and to find him guilty of theoffemee charged, they must 
be satisfied that he had gone there to assist him in the murder of Colenel 
Fawcett. Butso far from there being any proof of such being the case, 
there was everything to show that Mr, Ouddy was, until the very last mo- 
ment before the fatal shot, doing all in his power to prevent the calamity 
which took place. After an able and argumentative address, the learned 
counsel concluded by saying he should call Sir William Clinton to speak to 
the high character the prisoner had borne in the army. 

Sir Wiiliam Clinton was then called, and examined by Mr. Ballantine— 
He stateu that he was a general in the British army, and the colonel of the 
55th Regiment, in which the prisoner also was an officer. He (Gen. Olinten) 
was not himself in China, but the prisoner had been; and he recognised 
him as the officer who was nearly the first of those who escaladed the walls of 
the great city in China, and received a serious wound; notwithstanding 
which, he continued to act with the greatest bravery. 

The Attorney-General objected to the reception of evidence beyond that of 
general humanity.

SEIZURE OF A FRENCH MERCHANT VESSEL BY AN ENGLISH WAR 
SrsamMeR.—On Thursday afternoon the Cyclops steam-vessel, of six guns, 
brought a French merchantman into the port of Sheerness, which it is stated 
that she captured, having a quantity of fire-arms on board, and proceeding 
to the coast of Ireland. 

Aman, named Augustus Collis, calling himself Major Count de Collis, 
was — as a begging-letter impostor, and sent to hard labour for one 
mouth.

The notes were 
all dated ** ist October, 1840.” A reward of £300 is offered for the appre- 
hension and conviction of the offenders, and a turther reward of #50 to any 
person who will give such intormation as may lead to the same result; 
another reward, also, of £100 being offered, payable on the recovery of the 
siolen notes.

REPEAL MEETING ON TARA HILL. 


In the fulfilment of the promise made by us last week, we this 
day present our readers with an engraving of the ‘‘ monster’’ repeal 
meeting, held on Tara Hill, a spot hallowed by historical associations 
in the minds of all Irishmen. Tara, or Teagh-mor, signifies the 
Great House, a name it derived from being to the end of the 6th 
convary the place where was assembled the convocation of the states- 
general of Ireland every three years, for the deliberation and decision 
of civil and ecclesiastical matters, and also for the election and in- 
vestiture with supreme authority of one chief, who was appointed 
sovereign of all Ireland. During the ceremony of inanguration the 
monarch was placed upon the Lia Fail, or Stone of Destiny, which, 
as recorded by Scottish historians, was afterwards sent to Scotland 
for a similar purpose—the coronation of Fergus Mac Ere, the first 
of the Dalreadie kings—and thence taken by Edward the First asa 
trophy of his victory over that country, and placed in Westminster 
Hall, where it is still preserved. Shortly after the year 1798, it was 
removed from its ancient situation to the adjacent mound in Rath na 
Riagh, called the Forradh, to mark asa grave stone the remaias 
of the rebels who fell there at that memorabie period.’”’ lt is also 
recorded that the hill of Tara was selected by St. Patrick as a conve- 
nient spot froma which to promulgate the doctrines of Christianity ; 
that in 980 the Danes sustained upon it a signul defeat, which con- 
tributed materially to their final expulsion trom ihe country ; that 
Roderic, the last monarch of all Ireland, assembied his forces on it 
when prepating to besiege the English in Dublin; that after the 
English settlement it was no longer a place of note except for the 
assembling of the military within the English pale; that in 1539 
O’ Nial, at the head of the northern Irish, reviewed bis troops upon 
it with great parade after ravaging the surrounding country; and 
that during the disturbance of 1798 a numerous body of the insur- 
gents were defeated on it by about 400 fencibles and yeomanry. The 
only traces of fortifications are earthworks of considerable extent 
and of different forms, chiefly circular entrenchments called Raths, 
and much resembling the Druidical enclosures still to be met within 
various parts of the country. 

It having been announced that the proceedings would commence 
at twelve o’clock, the hill of Tara, even before that hour, presented 
a very animated aspeet, and a very fair promise of the subsequent 
character of the meeting. The top of the hill, and a portion of its 
declivity on one side, comprising about fifteen acres of ground, 
though not yet actually crowded, bore the appearance of being so 
when viewed from the platform, which was placed, not in the centre, 
but at the lowest point of the area, at the opposite and highest 
outskirts of which some of these earthworks, as well as less-elevate 
intervening positions, were completely crowded with human being 
contented to re echo—as they lustily did—the cheers of the listeners, 
and satisfied with a coup d’wil of the entire assembly, as a reward 
for the fatigue they had undergone, and the sacrifices they in many 
instances must have made, in travelling such distances from their 
homes. The Tara meeting exceeded in numbers that of Euniscorthy, 
which was estimated, not upon any vague idea arising from its im- 
posing appearance, but from a measurement calculation, at upwards 
of 100,000 individuals, including, of course, both women and chil- 
dren, who congregated in considerable numbers (in both instances) 
along the roads and in the adjacent fields. The procession from 
Dunshaughlin, which conducted Mr. O'Connell, and which was the 
last to arrive, fully occupied a mile of road. The platform was 
erected for the accommodation of 1000 persons, and contained about 
one-third of that number, at a charge of 2s. a head. Amongst these 
were three Roman Catholic bishops, Drs. Cantwell, M‘ Laughlin, and 
Keating, and a host of priests; Mr. M. Staunton, Dr. Atkinson, and 
several other members of the Dablin Corporation. 

At half-past one o’clock Mr. O’Conneli’s carriage arrived at the 
place of meeting, and shortly after, though with considerable diffi- 
culty, reached the platform. As he passed at the top of the hill 
under a triumphal archway, on which was inscribed, in English and 
Irish, *‘ Tara of the Kings hails the Liberator with 100,000 welcomes,’’ 
he was heartily cheered by as many voices. He and his son Dan 
were seated in the dickey, Tom Steele sat behind waving an olive 
branch, while the inside was occupied by Mr. J. O’Connell, M.P., 
Mr. Barnet, ofthe Pilot, and Mr. Haverty, of the Freeman’s Journal. 

Mr. O'Connell, having taken the chair, came forward amidst the 
most enthusiastic cheering to address the meeting; but as it is im- 
possible for us to devote space to even an outline of his speech, we 
will merely mention that it embraced the usual exciting topics, which 
were dwelt upon and enforced with more than ordinary eloquence 
and impressiveness. The following passage in his speech, however, 
is too significant to be overlooked, inasmuch as it has already become 
the theme of more than one newspaper disquisition :— 

I come here not for the purpose of making a schoolboy’s attempt at 

it tory elog e, not to exaggerate the historical importance of the 
spot on which we now stand, or endeavour to revive in your recollection 
any of those poetic imaginings respecting it which have been as familiar as 
household words; but this it is impossible to conceal or deny, that Tara is 
surrounded by historical reminiscences which give it an importance worthy 
of being considered by every one who approaches it for political purposes, 
aad an elevation in the public mind which no other part of ireland pos- 
sesses. We are standing upon Tara of the Kings, the spot where the mo- 
narchs of Ireiand were elected, and where ihe chieftains ef Ireland bound 
themselves by the solemn pleage of honour to protect their native land 
against the Dane and every stranger. This was emphatically the 
spot from which emanated every social power and legal authority 
by which the force of the entire country was concentrated for the 
purposes of national defence. On this important spot I have an 
important duty to perform. I here protest, in the face of my country 
and my God, against the continuance of the union. (Cheers.) My pro- 

sition is, that the union is not binding on us in point of conscience ; that 
it is void in principle, void as a matter of right, and void by constitutional 
law. I speak not of those details which render the union a mockery; my 
proposition is, that there was no authority vested in anybody to pass that 
act. Larraign the union, therefore, on the incompetency of the authority 
that nominally passed it. The Irish Parliament was elected to make jaws, 
not legislatures, and had no right t6 usurp such an authority—an authority 
which the people of Ireland alone could exercise. As well might the servant 
usurp the inion of the master. We it was who employed them; we 
were their masters, they were our servants, andthey had norizht to transfer 
ns to any power On earth. That is a manifestly just doctrine, and would be 
deemed so by every body if applied to England, were the English Parliament 
to transfer theis power to the legislative chambers of France, even though 
an instalment of their own members were to become part oi those chambers. 

In reference to this part vt the honourable and learned gentieman’s 
speech, a weekly contemporary, the Spectator, makes the following 
observations, with which we conclude our notice of this extraordi-. 

** demonstration’’ :— 

** Mr. O’Connell bas held a meeting on the hill of Tara, the tra- 
ditionary abode of Irish royalty—what for, is not distinctly set forth. 
Possibly to illustrate on that memorable scene the striking fact, that 
the exclusive greatness of Ireland is always remote; as her past 
wonderful civilization and European ascendancy was before the dawn 
ef history, and her future imperial power is to be—after repeal. 
Shrewd people, however, who see through millstones, and reconcile 
every Irish impulse with some settled conspiracy in Paris, Rome, 
Washington, 8. Petersburg, or Moulmein, will perceive that the 
Liberator is peaceably stealing near to the throne of Ireland. He 
has reviewed a vast army—‘ raw levies,’ certainly, bet una- 
mimous, numerous, and enthusiastic.

BALLOON ASCENT AT BRIGHTON. 

Mr. Green, jun., the son of the celebrated aéronaut, has lately 
been experimenting with his ‘‘ Alvion balloon,’’ with a view cf 
crossing the British Channel, and landing, as occasion might 
serve, on some part of the Continent. © His first experimental trip | 
for this purpose was unsuccessful; although, from the favourable | 
state of the wind, previous to his entering the car, with his ad- 
venturous companion, Mr. Bradley, he expressed the greatest con- | 
fidence that he should be able to etfect the object he had in view. | 
He ascended at eleven o’elock in the morning from Stepney, and | 
the balloon crossed the Thames, and proceeded towards the Sussex | 
coast ; but the wind suddenly shifting, the aéronauts were com- 
pelled to descend at three o’clock in the afternoon, at the town of | 
Cuckfield, on the Brighton road, 37 miles from London, and about | 
16 from the coast. They had a delightful voyage of four hoars and | 
a half, and, nothing daunted by their failure, or contrevent, they | 
resolved to resume their attempt, and ascend from Brighton. | 

Accordingly Mr. Green and his compagnon de voyage, pre- | 
pared for the renewal on the morning of Thursday the 17th inst., 
when the wind permitting, to make for the French coast; and, in 
order to avoid the inconvenience and danger arising from the dila- 
tion of hydrogen gas when exposed to the sun at a great altitude, 
measures had been devised for keeping the balloon at a short dis- 
tance from the surface of the water. This contrivance consisted of 
a rope, 2000 feet long, pendent from the car, and having attached 
to it, at regular intervals, about a dozen bladders inflated with hy- 
drogen gas, to create aresistance by their friction on the surface of 
the water. The balloon having been filled at the works of the 
Brighton and Hove General Gas Company at Hove, by half-past 








balloon, at a height of about thirty feet, was conducted by means of 
a rope to the sea beach, where the bladders were made fast to the 
rope from the car. The wind at this time was hardly perceptible, but 
its direction was southward ; and the balloon, when detached from 
the earth, glided vut to sea, at a speed not exceeding two miles an 
hour, the bladders and rdpe (120 feet long) answering their purpose 
effectively, and keeping the car about 90 or 100 feet from the water. 
A round of cheers followed from those assembled on the spot, which 
the aeronauts responded to by bowing. Scarcely, however, had the 
start been made, when the wind gradually veered to the north-east, 
and the balloon took a direction which must have brought it to the 
Isle of Wight. A few minutes more, anda further change made it 
doubtful whether the balloon would not leave the sea before reaching 
Worthing. The wind still continucd rapidly changing till it settled 
in the south-west, the consequence of which was, that after being in 
the air somewhat less than three-quarters of an hour, the balloon, 
having traversed the air in a horse-shoe-like course, hovered over the 
Hove Coast Guard station, a short half mile from the spot from 


which it had started. Here the voyagers alighted, and the balloon 
having been re-conveyed to the Hove gas works, some additions 
were made to the cargo, and the wind an hour afterwards being 
nearly south, the balloon again started in the direction of London. 
Both ascents were viewed by thousands of spectators, who thronged 
the line of cliff from one extremity of the town to the other. 
balloon was inflated with 27,000 cubic feet of carburetted hydrogen 
gas, which had been diminished in density nearly one-half by being

small one, containing 24,000 cubic feet), possessed when they left the 


eight o’clock, the voyagers took their seats in the car, and the ' shore, by stating that the disposable ballast amounted to six cwt.

THE GREAT FIRE NEAR 
LONDON BRIDGE. 

In the postscript to the latest 
edition of jast week’s journal, we 
briefly described this destructive 
conflagration, and promised our 
readers some memorials of the ca- 
lamity, probably the most rapid in 
its devastation that has occurred 
in the metropolis since the burn- 
ing of the Royal Exchange in 
1838. The origin of the fire has 
not yet been precisely ascertained ; 
but it is stated to have broken out 
at Topping’s Wharf, situated on 
the east. side of London Bridge, 
adjoining Fenning’s Wharf, which, 
it will ve recollected, was de- 
stroyed by a similar calamity in 
1836. 

‘The fire was discovered at about 
five minutes before two o’clock on 
the premises extending to the 
water’s edge, and abutted on the 
shot factory and telegraph station. 
‘Topping’s Wharf occupied an im- 
meuse area of ground, and was 
considered to have been one of the 
principal ware and store houses 
along that side of the river Thames. 
Within a few minutes after the 
alarm had been given the fire had 
gained a most awtul ascendancy. 

At the time that the fire broke 
out there were several coasting- 
vessels lying alongside, some 
oaded and ready to sail at day- 
break ; and it was with some diffi- 
culty that the crews could _be 
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made sensible of the imminent 
danger in which they and their 
vessels were placed. Many of 
them, however, managed to haul 
their craft into the centre of the 
river, beyond the reach of the fire ; 
but four were aground, and, it 
being low water, consequently im- 
moveable. These were the Fieece, 
schooner, Mr. Croft, master, of 
Exeter, laden with a general cargo ; 
the schooner Cornwall, of Truro, 
Mr. Worth, master; the Theisa, 
of Weymouth; and a brig trading- 
vessel. ‘The crews mounted the 
rigging, and for a length of time 
prevented, by great exertion, the 
ships from taking fire; but the 
flames rapidly increasing soon 
forced them to quit their situa- 
tions, the heat being so oppressive 
that their lives were in jeopardy. 
Shortly afterwards the large float- 
ing engine, belonging to the brigade 
from the Southwark-bridge sta- 
tion, arrived alongside the burning 
premises, and, being already man- 
ned by 120 hired auxiliaries, not a 
moment was lost in bringing her 
to anchor, and also into operation. 
Activemeasures were then resorted 
to by those in charge of this stu- 
pendous machine to save the ves- 
sels, and while they were so en- 
gaged the tide had fortunately 
flowed sufficiently to enable three 
of them to be towed away, although 
their rigging was ially in flames. 
The one, however, which was lying 
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next the wharf could not be hauled off, and the result was, that im 
spite of the exertions of the firemen, crew, and Thames police, 
the flames gradually increased until she was completely burnt to 
the water’s edge. Before this period, however, it was discove: 
that both upper and lower Topping’s Wharf, the perty a 
Messrs. Scovell, were likewise in flames, and. from. their confin 
situation it was apparent that there was no chance of serine th 
destruction. These premises almost surreundéd Ward's 
warehouses, and communicated by a narrow passage. 

The conflagration now became terrifie. Loud explosions were hea: 
to proceed from the cellars under Ward’s warebousé, which sub. 
sequently proved to have been occasioned by thé. barrelé of oil and 
turpentine bursting. Mr. Braidwood, finding that the fire. was 
likely to cross Tooley-street from Topping’s Wharf to the extensive 
warehouses of Messrs. Cox, Brothers, and Co., Messrs, Ruek and 
Co., and Mr. Bloyd, wholesale mérchants 6n Opposite side, 
directed the branch of the floating-engine to be b t into the 
road, and its power directed againat the above-named buildings, the 
land-engines being still unprovided with a good supply of water, an 
evil which is only felt at this particular part of the » and to 
which alone is attributed the destruction caused by the fire whith ov- 
curred at bi reny Wharf in the year 1836. At about half: past two 
o’clock the Lord Mayor arrived on the spot, a special messenger hav- 
ing been sent to him at the Mansion-house. He immediately held 
a consultation with Mr. Braidwood upon the propriety of having the 
hose of several engines conveyed on-to the roof of Fenning’s Wharf, 
to prevent the fire extending in that direction. The wind was in a 
contrary quarter, and a strong party-wall divided the premises. 
latter gentleman, however, considered it unnecessary, a8 the Wharf 
was well protected ; but he ordered several of his men on to the roof 
to clear away the burning fragments as they fell on it. It was here 
found that Watson’s telegraph-tower, which stood between Mr. 
Ward’s premises and Lower Topping’s Wharf, had taken fire, and 
that the flames were making rapid progress in the direction of St. 
Olave’s Church. At the same moment the other floating- engine of 
the brigade establishment ftom Rotherhithe came up, and was got 
into play as near these buildings as practicable. ‘owards three 
o'clock the land-engines suoceedéd in getting an ample supply of 
water, by which time the conconrse of person’ who had been at- 
tracted by the light in the atmesphere was immense. 








THE TELEGRAPH, AND CHURCH OF ST. OLAVE, BEFORE THE FIRE. 


The telegraph tower was an object of great attention during the 
progress of the fire, owing to its peculiar constraetion and great 
elevation above all the surrounding premises. It Was formerly used 
as a shot factory, bat recently it had been purchased by bests. 
Watson, of Cornhill, who had used it as a telegraph station for the 
communication of intelligence from the Downs and ether parts of 
the coast. For nearly half an hour, though it was situate im the 
very centre of danger, singular to state, it withstood the ravages of 
the fire. At last, however, about baif-past two o’clock, dense vo- 
lumes of smoke were seen issuing from all the windows from the 
basement to the summit. In an instant almost the whole of the 
building burst into a vivid mass of flame, which shot above the 
burning wharf and premises to a considerable height. The appear- 
ance of the conflagration at this moment became one of surpassing 
brilliancy. The morning being perfectly clear, the reflection was 
seen to a considerable distance, every one of the public buildings on 
the banks of the Thames being lighted up, and, viewing the confla- 
gration from Blackfriars or Waterloo bridge, it seemed as if the 
whole range of wharfs along shore at Horselydown and Rotherhithe 
was in flames. About half. past three o’cleck the whole of the tower 
fell with a tremendous crash to the ground, sending forth a most 
terrific cloud of dust and barning fragments, 

At about four o’clock the tower of St. Olave’s Church was exposed 
to the full violence of the conflagration. The firemen, who were 
cheered on by the Lord Mayor and several of the most influential 
inhabitants of the Borough, exerted themselves most strenuously to 
prevent its receiving any damage. The fire, however, sti!l raged on 
with terrific fury, aod in the course of five mimutes it had gained the 
tower, and fo the brigademen from their stations on the roof. 
This, as may be readily supposed, increased the consternation in the 
neighbourhood to a most painful extent, am@ loud cries were heard 
from different parts of the multitude, * For God’s sake, save the 
church, save the church.’’ Alas! it was beyend human power to 
do so,-for withim a quarter of an hour the roof and the ceiling 
were in ruins, and the beautifal peal of belis fell trom the belfry, the 
greater part of them having been melted by the intense body of firc 


which surrounded them whilst they were ing. The conflagra- 
tion was not finally arrested uniii méar seven o'clock. 
It has been stated, though not i , that Fenning’s Wharf 


was not at any period of the fire im danger. Thisis far from being 
correct ; in fact, it is most extraordinary, considering the awfal ex- 
tent of the fire, the confined siteation of the d property, and 
the difficulties which the firemen encountered from the want of a 
sufficient supply of water to work the engines, that it escaped de- 
struction. Mr. Braidweod, the of the London Fire

Buretary.—James Trenate, aged 21, labourer; James Huggett, aged

Some time befere this trancactioa the 
prisoner was found in a water-butt, with his head im the water and bis feet 
up. There was Water enough in it to drown him. Sume of the neighbours 
pulled him out.—The jury, after a short consultation, returned a verdict of 
guilty, but that the prisoner was not in a sound state of mind at the time.— 
The piisoner was then removed from the bar, with directions that he be de- 
tained in custody during her Majesty’s pleasure. 

Currine AND WovuNDING.—George Blizard, aged 47, gardener, was 
placed at the bar, charged with feloniously cutting and wounding John 
Blizard, with intent to do him some grievous bovily barm. ‘There was no 
counsel for the prosecution. Tbe prizoner was defended by Mr. Horry. 
The particulars of this case have recently appeared in the police reports. 
The prosecutor, who was son of the prisoner, calied at bis father’s house, 
and questioned him angrily reapeeting some foul expressions which be bed 
heara were applied by the prisoner to bis (prosecutor’s) wife. The prisoucr 
desired him to go away. it appeared that much iil-feeling existed on both 
sides, and the langaage used by all parties was very disgu-ting and viotent. 
The prisoner snatched up a reaping or grass hook, and threatened to cut his 
80n’s head off if he did not leave the house at once. The evidence for the 
prosecution was to the effect that the fatber then struck at the son, who, 
mm putting up his arm to ward off the biow, received a gash which severed 
ali the muscies and veins of the fore arm, cutting quite to the bone. For the 
prisoner the vereion was that the son had knocked his mother’s (the prisoner's 
wife’s) head against the wail; that he was going to strike her again, and that 
he heid the heok between them to save ber, when the son accidentally cut 
himself.—The jury retorned a verdict of gmity, with a strong recommenda- 
tion to mercy.—The prisoner asserted his innocence again, and said that his 
son had frequently before beaten both himself anc bis (prosecutor's) mother. 
—Mr. Justice Williams said that the use of those dangerous weapons must 
be prevented, if possible, by punishment suitable to the atrocity oftheir use. 
In the present instance, however, the punishment, in consequence of the 
recommendation of the jury, would be comparatively slight. It was that he 
should be impmsoned, and kept to hard labour, for eiglt calendar months.

but all who were anxiously waiting beneath the ecorching rays of a 
summer’s sun, in expectation of seeing the start, were for a while in 
doubt whether the match would be deferred or not. The sun had 
scarcely reached her meridian altitude, when a breeze on the horizon 
was observed slowly advancing from the south-eastern quarter, and 
which shortly began to ripple the ‘surface of the water, when a gun 
from the Kestrel announced the glad tidings of ‘‘ prepare.’’ At-noon 
precisely the signal gun for starting was fired, when the yachts 
simultaneously wore away, and having luffed to a fine south-east 
breeze, stood off in the tide to the eastward, accompanied by the 
Ruby steamer; the Charm was the northernmost vessel, and the 
Intrepid, being next the Castle, was the weathermost, and kept 
the lead; these two yachts and the Eudora kept their reach, on the 
starboard tack, for about a quarter of an hour, and then tacked to 
the southward, while the Hebe continued on for a quarter of an hour 
longer, in the hope of finding the breeze freshen to leeward, but in 
which she was mistaken, and lost ground; off the Peile Bank she 
shifted her jib, and afterwards regained ber position. From this time 
the yachts worked to the eastward, ‘‘ tack for tack,’ until they 
reached the Edgar, which was rounded in the followiag order :—

They then proceeded for the Royal George Buoy, which they left on 
the ‘‘larboard hand,’’ and having hoisted their jib-topsails, kept 
away under the north shore, for the Buoys of the Brambles, which, 
with the Lepe Buoy, they had to round ere they returne? to the 
goal. The wind at three p.m. died away to a calm, and the match 
then became uninteresting, the vessels being left entirely to the in- 
fluence of the tide. Off Stubbleton we left the Intrepid: about a 
quarter of a mile ahead of the Eudora, and this vessel ahead of the 
Hebe half a mile, and the Charm thrce quarters of a mile astern of 
her. The yachts, between six and seven o’clock, came in as follows: 
Eudora, Hebe, and Intrepid; the latter vessel, which throughout 
had had the lead aftér rounding the Lepe Buoy first, was drifted to 
the westward considerably, and the leewardmost yacht became the 
nearest home, and first caught the breeze, which again sprung up, 
and was the means of her becoming ‘a winner.”’ The Charm did 
not go the whole distance. Having followed the yachts, we returned 
to the thousands of spectators whom we had left behind, and who 
we found had been kept amused by rowing and sailing matches and 
duck hunts, without intermission, throughout theday. Independent 
of the Marine band at the Castle, various other bands of lesser im- 
portance were stationed on the Parade, on board the starting vessel, 
and in various parts of the town. Having given a minute account 
of the regatta by day, we cannot omit to furnish our readers with 
an account of the fireworks, which terminated the amrsem ots. 

Whatever might have been the numbers of visitors curin ; the day, 
at night they were trebled. Thousands were present to witness the 
exhibitions of fireworks. Long before the appoin ed time ‘every 
avenue was filled, and every building was literally covered, all anx- 
iously expecting the signal from the noble commodore. At nine 
precisely the gun fired, aud in an instant all was fairy work. The 
splendid yachts the Kestrel, Brilliant, Fairy, Circassian, and others, 
were illuminated. Portfires and lights of every hue at once envi- 
roned the scene. This is indescribable, but, if any idea can be 
given of the grandeur which here presented itself, it must be by the 
pencil of a ‘Turner. Biazes of light and indescribable masses of 
shade composed the picture. All was indistinct: the figures on 
shore and afloat appeared only as living masses of shade. After the 
first exhibition afloat, the shore in like manner became illumined. 
Flights of rockets were every instant discharged. This, together 
with the firing of cannon and the responding by the yachts, gave a 
tout ensemble which could only remind us ot a place besieged. The 
cheering of the populace only showed how much they were gratified. 
After several exhibitions of this kind from his lordship’s yacht the 
Kestrel, the cheers broke out simultaneously both ashore and afloat. 
This shows that gratitude was not wanting to him who was the “‘lion 
of the day.’’ Alter about fifteen successive discharges of various 
pieces of pyrotechnic art the whole concluded by a flight of rockets, 
such, perhaps, as have never been witnessed in this port. Three 
cheers for the Queen, three for the Prince, and three for the Earl of 
Yarborough, concluded the entertainments.

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RIFLE PRACTICE AT WORMWOOD SCRUBS.

The 
annals of the Honourable Artillery Company 
of the city of London bear ample witness to 
its importance as a military association of 
citizens, whose public services have been 
sanctioned and recognised by our best his- 
torical authorities from its earliest forma- 
tion, and whose steady firmness in the main- 
tenance of national independence and civil 
order, and the just and natural rights 
of -the social yo Mey ee union of 
it, in the time of public danger, foremost in 
= pny pate ny those records of the society are enrolled the 
names of many of our monarchs, the heirs-apparent to the Crown, 
the first of our nobility, and those who 
have ennobled themselves by probity 
and valour; these have sought to enrol 
themselves in ail periods ot our history, 
and to contribute their exertions, in 
conjunction with its numerous other 
members, “practising the grace and 
utility of the military art,”’ and serving 
in the upright cause of public peace. 
The term Artiiery, which tormerly 
meant the weapons of the archer (and 
it is so used in the Olid Testament, 
1 Samuel xx., v. 40), was universally 
adopted so long as archery continued 
to turnish arms for the military art. 
In the charter of Henry VIII. itis seen 
to include “hand-gonnes,” and we 
recognise its progressive employment 
until firearms and bayonets became 
universal.

| the loss of life occasioned by it. 
It appears that the fire broke out at about half-past three o’clock on Satur- 
| day morning on the premises of Mr. William Newberry, an operative 
chemist, No. 60, on the west side of Fetter-lane, nearly opposite the White 
| Horse Inn. The premisesin question, although not of extensive frontage, 
| were of considerable depth, and abutted on Bartlett’s-passage, leading 
| from Fetter-lane to Bartlett’s-buildings. The lower part was filled with 
| chemical apparatus and combustibles, while the upper part was rented by a 
| Mr. and Mrs. Rose. Mr. Newberry came home at a late hour, and 
shortly after bis arrival a tremendous explosion, which seemed to shake the 
foundation of the adjoining houses, was heard, and the house was discovered 
in flames, the shop front blown to atoms, and Mr. Newberry lying on the 
ground insensible. A shriek was next heard from the apartments above, 
and a person with a wooden leg was seen endeavouring to climb out of 
the third-floor window, failing to do which, he precipitated himself 
headlong into the street. It was thought that the fall had killed him, for 
he exhibited no signs of life, and he and bis unfortunate landlord were re- 
moved on shutters to the hospital, but the latter expired in great agony 
shortly after his admission, and the former, who proved to be Mr. Rose, has 
since died. The sisters of Mrs. Rose, two maiden ladies of the name of 
M‘Crendle, had slept at the house that night, it being their intention in the 
morning to start on a visit to Aberdeen, and before any assistance could be 
rendered them they had perished. 

Considerable delay occurred in the arrival of the engines, in consequence 
of the brigade being required at the other fires, and the adjoining houses 
were thereby placed in imminent peril; but, after a little exertion, all alarm 
for their safety subsided, the immense power of the combustible matter not 
having left a body of fire likely to be of any duration, but merely a heap of 
smouldering ruins. By the continuous application of the hose, the heat of 
the burning fragments me less intolerable, and the first effort of the 
firemen now was to search among the dying embers for the remains of the 
unfortunate ladies. In a short time, a cry of horror arose among the crowd, 
on the blackened corpse of Mrs. Rose being seen in a shell, which was being 
conveyed by the brigade and og out of the building to the undertaker’s 
in Bartilett’s-passage, where the bodies of her two sisters were afterwards 
conveyed as soon as they were extricated from the ruins. The house pre- 
sents a mere wreck, and the explosion must have been terrific, for the back 
part of the structure, facing Bartlett’s-buildings, is completely blown away, 
and it is supposed by those who were acquainted with the house, that the 
fire must have been occasioned by the combustion of a large quantity of 
detonating powder, but whether spontaneous or not, of course cannot be 
ascertained. 

An inquest was held on the sufferers on Saturday, and the following ver- 
dict returned :—“ That the deceaseds’ deaths were occasioned by an acci- 
| dental explosion; but they begged to add their deep regret that gross ne-

QUEEN’S CQLLEGE AT BIRMINGHAM. 

The ceremony of laying the foundation stone of the Queen’s Col- 
lege of Medicine, at Birmingham, took place on Friday, August 18, 
in the presence of a numerous assemblage of the inhabitants of the 
town, together with a large body of students. The ceremony was 
opened by the Rev. C. Craven, incumbent of St. Peter's, offering up 
a prayer for the success of the undertaking. After which the High 
Bailiif, S. Kempson, Esq., deposited in the cavity of the stone a case 
hermetically sealed, and said, ‘*] herein deposit copies of the roy al 
charter of incorporation of the college about to be erected on this 
spot; of the Warneford prize trust deed ; of the various addresses 
delivered by the Rev. Chancellor Law, the Rev. Vaughan Thomas, 
Dr. Joba Johnstone, Mr. Sands Cox ; the prospectus of the College, 
with the list of professors, and the fundamental laws of the Queen 8 
Hospital; together with coins of her most gracious Majesty the 
Queen Victoria, the patron; and I feel the greatest pleasure in con- 
gratulating the town that a collegiate institution of such a nature 1s 
about to be established. There are, | am aware, similar schools for 
the education of medical youth in the metropolis, of the greatest 
utility, but they are not equal to meet the demands of sickness and 
disease which are constantly being made upon them; and 1 again 
repeat that I rejoice at the erection of a building necessary indeed 
for the exigencies of the increased population of the town and 
midland counties.”” The Principal, Dr. Johnstone, then affixed a brass 
plate, bearing the following inscription :— 

This tablet is to commemorate the laying the foundation stone of the Queen’s | 
College, at Birmingham, on Friday, August 18, 1843.

The stone having been lowered, and laid by the Principal, assisted 
by the architect, G. Drury, Esq,, with the usual formalities, the 
venerable doctor addressed the assembly, and observed that he would 
not enter into the great and important benefits which were likely to 
accrue to the inhabitants of the town, the midland counties, and the 
country at large, from the establishment of that college, which had 
now received the royal charter of incorporation of our most amiable 
Queen Victoria, and the support of Adelaide, the excellent Queen 
Dowager ; and which, he aaticipated, would become second to none 
in the kingdom. He entertained no doubt that, by the opening of 
the session in October, the collegiate rooms, with dining hall, 
&e. &c., under the superintendence of a warden, graduated at Oxford 
or Cambridge, would be in readiness for the students; aud he 
trusted that that would prove an additional incentive to them to 
exert that diligence and zeal which they had hitherto displayed.

6d., can ascertain whether 
any warrant of attorney or legal instrument exists by which property 
supplied to a debtor can be suddenly seized upon.—~—A trial of the 
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atmospheric railway between Kingston and Dalkey took place in 
the presence of the Lord Lieutenant on Tuesday last, when the ex- 
periment was most successful. Three carriages ascended, at the 
rate of twenty-five miles an hour, in three minutes, and returned 
down the inclined plane, by their own momentum, in five minutes. 
A rate of 50 miles an hour may be easily obtained.—— The report 
which is mentioned in some of the London newspapers, that Govern- 
ment has granted £160 to each officer of the Canadian provincial 
forces engaged in the American war of 1812, is quite erroneous. No 
money has been voted for this purpose by the Imperial or Provincial 
Parliaments.——It is stated from Rome, that the Pope is deter- 
mined to put an end to the nefarious transactions of his Jewish sub- 
jects, and that the Ancona ordinance is only a precursor of more 
severe measures.——The select committee appointed to inquire into 
the smoke nuisance of the! metropolis have presented their report 
to the House of Commons, by which it appears that smoke, which is 
the result of imperfect combustion, may in all cases be much dimi- 
nished, if not entirely preyented, by means of a proper admission of 
atmospheric air and other precautions, so as to insure perfect com- 
bustion. It is intended to introduce a bill into Parliament on the 
subject next session, ——-A man named Peter Darley has been ar- 
rested in Ireland, charged withthe murder of Lord Norbury. The 
police have been looking for him, it is said, the last four years. 
A new line of railway is now in contemplation to join the Brighton 
Railway at Croydon. It is proposed to issue from the Greenwich 
Railway near Deptford, and from thence to pass through Lewisham, 
Southend, Eltham, Addiscombe, and Bromley, ultimately falling 
into the Brighton Railway at its junction with the Croydon. The 
estimated cost is £300,000.——We learn that the proposal for arming 
and embodying the Chelsea out-pensioners, is to be immediately car- 
ried into effect ; and that the district officers commanding the pension- 
ers have already received orders to look out for suitable armories and 
stores for the clothing and accoutrements of the force.——The cattle 
importedinto Liverpool from the north of Spain, about three weeks 
since, were greatly superior in quality to any of the previous cargoes. 
They sold very weil in the market, and realised the expectations of 
the purchasers.——Baron Taylor, inspector-general of the fine arts, 
Paris, is about to make a scientific tour of the Mediterranean. The 
Government steamer Castor is placed at his disposal, and in it he will 
visit Athens and Malta, returning by Cadiz.——The receipts of the 
London and Brighton Railway for the week ending 13th August, were 
£5251 14s. 4d. In the corresponding week of last year the receipts 
were £4679.——Trade is continuing brisk at Paisley ; every loom is 
now sending forth the joyous sound of the shuttle, and the state of 
the market is steady and favourable.

4. * Teti e Peleo,” ta 3816. Written on the occasion of the 
marriage of the Duchess de Berri; performed at the Teatro 
del Fondo, Naples.— 5. ‘* Cantata per una Voce.’’? Composed 
in honour ef his Majesty the King of Naples, and sung by 
Signora Colbran, at the San Carlo, February 20th, 1819.— 
6. Ditto a tre voci. Written in May, 1819, on the occasion of his 
Majesty Francis I., Emperor of Austria’s first visit to San Carlo. 
The singers were Colbran, Davide, and Rufinii—7. “*A National 
Hymn,” written at Naples, in 1820. —8. ‘* La Riconoseenza,’’ a pas- 
torale, a4 veci. First performed for the author's berefit, at San 
Carlo, in December, 1821.—9. * Il vero Omaggio,”’ cantata. Per- 
formed at Verona, during the congress, in honour of ‘his Majesty 
the Emperor of Austria. Besides these Rossini has written various 
other Cantate e Canzone di Camera: if we mistake not, Willis and 
Co., of Grosvenor-street, publish a set of the latter, which are very 
beautiful.

Qn Monday nearly 2000 quarters of new wheat were brous ht forward, while, owing to the 
prevailing tine wea’ her for harvest work, and the thin attendance of buyers, the demand 
ruled excessively heavy at a decline in ptices of from 2s to 5s per quarter. Since the above 
day, however, the atmosphere has @ very changeable, and the consequence is, that the 
faetors are demanding much higher prices for all kinds of wheat, but without effecting any 
sales of consequence. In foreign grain next to nothing bas beén transacted, and we may 
note the value of that article quite 2s per quarter lower. Bariéy and malt have met a very 
good inquiry, at barely stationary rates. Good sound oats have sold freely; other kinds 
slowly, at last week's quotations. In beans and peas little doing, while flour has fallen 2s 
to 38 per 280 Ibs.

COMMERCE AND MONEY. 


he propitious state of the weather during the course of last week has caused an altera- 
tion in the value of British-grown grain, which can be little satisfactory to our agricultural 
interest, to their tenants, and field labourers. On Monday last the supply of wheat of the 
last crop in Mark-lane for sale was large, and the quality generally was about 4 Ib. per bushel 
lighter than it was at the same period im 1842, The dechne im the prices of this description 
Was not s than from 5s. to 6s. per quarter, whilst the fall in free foreign and in old Eng- 
lish saunples did not exeved 3s, pergr. The weather, however, will now regulate wheat prices 
until the crops be finally secured. It has again become broken and uncertain, and unless 
it be soon favourable, with the appearance of coutinuing so, the prices of grain must again 
recover the decline to which they have latterly been subjected. In the meantime the arri- 
vals of wheat from the Baltic and from the north of Europe are very considerable, and larger 
quantities are still on the passage. Whatever may, therefore, be the resvlt of this harvest, 
the leading corn-factors have at all events adopted measures which must banish every doubt 
of the supplies hereafter being not quite equal to the consumption. These purchases have 
been made, in most instances, at prices so moderate that, under no circumstances, can they 
be attended by any !ost of moncy to those merchants by whom they have been imported. 

The only commercial news of any consequence received during this week has been by the 
royal mail West Indian steamer, but the dates generally are rather old. From Colom- 
bia the information is satisfactory. Profound tranquillity continued to prevail throughout the 
republics of New Granada and Venezuela. Trade was improving, and the demand for Bri- 
tish goods was considerably increased ; coffee, tobacco, and the precious metals were the 
considerations paid for our exports. From our celonies the accounts vary: in Jamaica con- 
tinued drought had injured both the animal and the vegetable worlds, whilst in other islands 
the prospects are represented to be as favourable as could be well desired. The liberated 
blacks were becoming more industrious, and the luxuries of life were stimulating numbers of 
them to increased exertions, 

In Mincing-lane the sales of sugar have been agein smaller than is usually the case at 
this time of the year, but the cause of this dulmess is not to be found in any falling away in 
the qualities in ordinary use, but in the inferiority of the fruit crop when compared with 
that of warmer summer weather than we have latterly experienced. A large growth of 
fruit requires an addition of 10,000 hhds for preserves, to the usual consumption of sugar, 
and to this alone need the decline of Is to 2s per ewt. which has taked plece in the course of 
this mouth be attributed. Of coffee, the sales continue to soow that the consumption is 























graduaily increasing, and the same remark applies to tea, both of which articles are, very 
siowly no doubt, improving wm value.
